Paris, April 23— Bulletin— The 
Italian delegatioa to the Peace j 
Craiference today reasserted their 
detmninatkm to stand firm on 
qnettidn of Fiume, indicating that 
unless the council clianged itb' po- 
sition, the delegation would not 
return to the <5)nference. 

An early settlement of the dif- 
ficulty is consequently thought to 
be inmrobabl^ eq>eciaUy as Pres- 
dent Wilsoii is understood to be 
equally a&' firm as'rae^Itelian rep^ 
resentatives. 

With Premier Orlando still ab- 
sent. Premiers Qemencau, Lloyd- 
George and President WHson re- 
MMMd. this tPonSstg, considera- 
tion of questions cokiceming Ou- 
ina and Japan. 

Premier Orlando threatens to 
return to Italy today unless there 
is a satisfactory announcement of 
the Fiume and Dalmatian ques- 
tions. Premier Lloyd-George is 
trying to persuade the Italian 
leader to remain in Paris a .while 
longer while he continued his ef- 
forts to reconcile die opposing 
viewpoints. 

He tried unsuccessfully during 
the discussions last night to re- 
coscfle ^e viewpoints of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Orlando on the 
situation, it became known today. 

The facts of the deadlock, ac- 
cording to the Petit Parisien, are 
that President Wilson proposed 
that Fiume, which is mentioned 
in tiie treaty of London, should be 
a free city, but attached to the 
Judgo-Slav customs, system, and 
further that the London treaty be 
subjected to a total revision. 

Italy refused to accept this; 
proposal, vdierei^on President 
Wilson wididrew. Hien Orlando 
and Foreign Minister Sonnino 
asked on what condition .would 
France and Great Britain consent 
to give Fiume to Italy, Sonnino 
at tke same time saying he vvras 
ever ready to discuss the revision 
of the trea^ of London. 

Prsident Wilson, who kept in 
totidi with tiie meetii^. then 
wanted to reopen the question of 
the treaty of London but without 

J'oining a revision of the fate of 
?iume, about which, as the time 
went on, he apparently became 
more determined and instead of 
making it a free city was that it 
be included to give it absolutely 
to the Jugo-Slavs. 

Lloyd-George, and Gemenceau 
■ it is understood, will be ready to 
adhere purely and simply to the 
trea.^ of London, at the same, 
seeking means of . recdneiniation.
